synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in - Manitoba, S'aak- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Donr 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per aore. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 aores extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
hoyse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in oase of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for oultivation under 
certain conditions.

An official -ataterment says that 
Commander Shimomura of the Jap- 
anese navy, perished in the sinking 
of the battle cruiser Queen Mary. 

Chief ‘‘Cappy* Smart, the popu- 
lar head of the Calgary fire depart- 
ment, has been appointed transport 
oflicer of the new 1Y1st battalion. 

To help make up for the losses suf- 
fered by the British naval forces in 
the recent North Sea battle, New- 
foundland will recruit 1,000 seamen 
as the colony’s share. 

A Danish invention, recently an- 
nounced, consists of the preparation 
of birch whereby it can be used to 
replace mahogany; teak and nut-tree, 
possessing also the lasting qualities 
of these expensive woods. 

The first step to provide farm 
homes for returned war veterans has 
been taken by the C.P.R. in the 
Lethbridge district, and engineers 
are at work laying out a colony of 
twenty ready-made farms, upon 
which war veterans will be placed 
under certain conditions, 

A Portland, Me., paper says ‘‘The 
consumption of beer is sixty million 
gallons less than last year, and that 
of whisky ten million gallons more. 
Statistics do-not show the amount 
of Prohibition split consumed, as 
that is neither fish, flesh nor fowl}, 
metaphorically speaking.’’ 

At a meeting of the provincial ex- 
ecutive council held at Edmonton re- 
cently, Mrs. Arthur Murphy was ap- 
Pointed police magistrate for the 
city, having jurisdiction of all cases 
in which women and girls are princi- | 
pals. This is said to be the first ap- 
pointment of its kind in the Domin- 
ion. Mrs. Murphy is one of the fore- 
most women of Alberta. She is a 
talented authoress, writing under the 
name of Janey Canuck, and has been 
prominent in all progressive move- 
ments. 

We are informed by the local Man- 
ager of The Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce that latest advices respecting 
the officers of the Bank that have 
taken up military duty are as follows 

Over 1100 men, representing over 

55 per cent. of the male staff bet- 

ween the ages of cightcen and forty- 

five; 48 per cent. of the entire male 
staff; and 38 per cent. of the entire 
staff. 

As Mr, Whitehouse points out it is 
probable that all the other charter- 
ed banks could show figures in much 
the same proportions. 

We think the figures are interesting 
as giving a fair indication of the 
sacrifices the large corporations and 
their officers are making in the great 
cause, 

For any large business to have to 
replace approximately half its train- 
ed men must be no small problem. In 
the case of the banks hundreds of 
the younger men, who have taken up 
military service, were brought out to 
Canada from Great Britain at very 
considerable expense. 


Northern Alberta 
Homestead Map 


The new addition of the Northern 
Alberta Homestead Map, which has 
just been published by the Railway 
Lands Branch of the Department of 
the Interior, shows that the home- 
steader is seeking the north. From 
the publication we find that settlers 
are grouping around McMurray, Fort 
Vermilion, Fort St. John, Hudson’s 
Hope and further south at Round 
Lake, Sawridge and Mirror Landing. 
The older settlements have increased 
considerably and patches of color can 
be observed, indicative of extensive 
settlement at Peace River Crossing, 
Dunvegan, Spirit River, Grande 
Prairie, Grouard, Lac La Biche, etc. 
The Peace River block also contains 
good land which settlers are occupy- 
ing as soon as surveyed. 

Railway facilities hgve greatly im- 
proved since the last issue of the 
publication. Spirit River settlement 
and Crande Prairie, both to the 
northwest of Edmonton, are now :ac- 
cessible by rail, while in a north 
easterly direction the track is laid 
as far as Christina.Lake. Last year 
the Athabaska, the Peace River and 
the Fort McMurray steamers were 
all operating regularly, the two for- 
mer from Hudson’s Hope to Fort 
Vermilion, the latter from just be- 
low the Vermilion chutes to Fort 
Smith where it connected with the 
steamship Mackenzie River which 
goes as far as Fort McPherson. Five 
small boats operated very success- 
fully on Smoky River taking passen- 
gers on incoming trains from the 
Settlement to Peace River Crossing. 

It is interesting to read from the 
map what surveyors and explorers 
say of the unsubdivided portions of 
the Province. Now that there are 
better transportation facilities, in- 
vestigations into the bituminous and 
deposits of the Athabaska River will 
be of great interest. Bituminous 
coal appears throughout these north 
lands. Wheat and vegetables have 
been grown successfully at many re- 
mote points. There are districts 
which have been reported as valu- 
able for grazing purposes, and others 
for their timber. It is of course a 
well-known fact that the north coun- 
try abounds in game and fish and 
that the fur trade will for a long 
time to come prove a valuable asset 
to the Province. The country is 
traversed by numerous rivers which 
in time should become important 
commercial thoroughfares and do 
much to help colonization. 

An additional map of the southern 
half of the Province will be issued 
shortly. Copies of the northern 
sheet may now be procured without 
charge upon application to the 
Superintendent of the Railway Lands 
Branch, Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa.

Because Germans and Austrians at 
Blaine Lake, Saskatchewan, do not 
like Canadian patriotic songs, the 
provincial authorities ordered the 
teacher to cut out these loyal airs. 
The teacher did better than that. He 
joined an Overseas Battalion. 

Discussing this incident, the Van- 
couver Province remarks:— 

“Much excitement was recently 
created at Blaine Lake, Saskatche- 
wan, and vicinity, owing to the hos- 
tile attitude of German and Austrian 
residents, who have apparently been 
able to exert sufficient pressure upon 
the educational authorities of the 
province to prevent a school princi- 
pal from teaching his students to 
sing a patriotic song lauding the 
British Empire. In an official letter 
from the Saskatchewan government 
the teacher, an Englishman, was 
threatened with the cancellation of 
his certificate if he did not comply 
with the order obtained by the Ger- 


man and Austrian aliens, and cause 


his pupils to desist from the singing 
of the song. He did not resist, but 
he is no longer’ the principal of 
Blaine Lake school. However, his 
Gecman prosecutors could not. pre- 
vent this same courageous tcacher 
donning khaki. He is now Lieut. E. 
R. Johnstone, 188th Battalion, C.E. 
F. The Courier, a German weekly at 
Regina, took the subject up, and de- 
nounced Johnstone and ajl others for 
daring to sing in the schools ony- 
thing that would ‘hist the feelings of

I was requested to have the city 
write the Alberta Ladies’ College of 
Red Deer, setting forth their propo- 
sition accompanied by a map show- 
ling the location, that it may be sub- 
‘mitted to the board at its next an- 
nual meeting to be held on‘Tuesday, 
July 18th, when the proposition will 
have further consideration.

New Pensions 
Very Liberal 


Total Disability to Rank and 
File Will Mean $480 Yearly 


Ottawa, June 23.— The new scale 
of soldiers’ pensions, which went in 


erably increases the allowance made 
heretofore. The government will 
shortly appoint a _ pensions board, 
but meanwhile the old board will ad- 
minister the act un the new basis. 

For total disability the new yearly 
‘rates are as follows: Rank and file, 
$480; squad, battery or company 
lsergt.-major, squad, battery or com- 
pany quartermaster-sergeant, color- 
sergeant or stall sergeant, $510; re- 
gimental sergeant-major, not W.O., 
master gunner not W.O., regimental 
quartermaster-sergeant, $620; war- 
rant officer, $680. Lieutenant, $720 ; 
captain, $1,000; major, $1,260; Licut- 
enant-colonel, $1,500; colonel, $1,890; 
'brigadier-general, $2,700. 

SIX CLASSES 

The pensions are divided into six 
classes, beginning with total disabil- 
ity, 100 per cent., such as the loss of 
jboth eyes, hand, fingers, legs or' 
thumbs or permanent heart disease. 
In class two, embracing the loss of 
one hand and one foot or both feet, 
the pensioner gets 80 per cent. of the 
allowance for total disability, 

Class three, the loss of one 


hand, 
leg above the knee, tongue or nose, 
60 per cent of class one. 

Class four, loss of one eye or foot, 
total deafness, loss of two thumbs, 
30 per cent. of class one. 


Class five, loss of one thumb, anchy-|§ 


or ankle, 20 per cent, of class one. 

Class six, disability under 20 ‘per 
cent, such as deafness in one ear, 
loss of index finger, ete., a gratuity 
not exceeding $100. 


GRATUITIES 


A gratuity of $250 a year 
from the pension is allowed to those

disabled.
